9. (Unclassified - ELS) LIAISON Picked up a sensitive document 
from Dan Childs, Senate Select Committee on Intelligence staff, and 


delivered it tof Deputy Comptroller. 


10. (Unclassified - RJK). LIAISON Jason Cooke, Subcommittee 
on Inter-American Affairs staff, House International Relations Committee, 
called to request an Agency report on legal and illegal migration from 
Central and South America. Cooke had suggested the Subcommittee 
might make such a request at a recent briefing by the Agency on the 
subject of migration from the Caribbean. Cooke indicated that an informal 
report would suffice and that the Subcommittee would like to have it by the 
end of June or the first week in July. After checking a 
NFAC/CSS, I advised Cooke that the Agency would be able to prepare suc 
a report within the time frame requested by the Subcommittee. Cooke was 
most appreciative. 


ll. (Unclassified - RJK) LIAISON Spoke with Nancy Jones, House 
Armed Services Committee staff, in response to her note about a proposal 
to install some new electronic equipment in the main Committee hearing 
room. I told her we appreciated her concern for security considerations 
posed by the installation of this equipment and would like to have one of our 
experts come down to discuss the matter further. She agreed, and said 
that in view of the fact the Committee was preoccupied with the Defense 
Authorization Bill, we should get back in touch on 30 May and set a date 
for our meeting. 
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
